Joseph will reform 

of exams 
increase passes 

From Lucy Hodges, Education Correspondent. Sheffield 
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Western compromise on Kam¬ 
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Amhitious plans to reform 
school examinations and curri¬ 
cula in bring between 80 and 90 
per cent of secondary pupils up 
to an average standard were 
announced yesterday by Sir 
Keith Joseph! Secretary of State 
for Education. 

The proposals, outlined by 
Sir Keith at the North of 
England Education Conference 
in Sheffield, were said by the 
Department of Education and 
Science m ho a very significant 
development in education pol¬ 
icy. 

The Key si rand in Sir Keith's 
package of reforms is his desire* 
in see most pupils gel at least a 
(,'SF grade four level across the 
curriculum. This is the level 
jchieved by pupils of average 
ahliliiv. Some will sec the 
proposal as ambitious, others 
will dismiss C'SE grade four as 
fairly worthless. 

The reform would be 
achieved by moving away from 
norm-referencing in examin- 
aiions - measuring the relative 
ability of children - locnienon- 
relerencing. measuring them 
agjinsi absolute standards. This 
shim Id result m many fewer 
pupils lie mg nidged as failures. 

Broadly speaking the present 
examination system, designed 
for the lop 6U per cent of the 
ability range, passes or fails 
children according to how thev 
perform in relation to one 
another. 

It does not tell employers, or 
anyone else, whether a pupil 
can do specific tasks, such as 
enlufatc percentages in math¬ 


ematics or underslnd the split 
infinitive in English. In fact, 
pupils can pass O-levels without 
being able to do these things. 

"When we try to judge 
standards, and to improve 
them, we cannot say precisely 
what we mean by them.” Sir 
Keith told the 250 delegates. 

"Nevertheless. I believe that 
we ought 10 be dissatisfied with 
t he standards expected and 
achieved in our public examin¬ 
ations at 16-plus. 

•When we consider what our 
children and young people have 
it in them to "achieve, when we 
consider the challenge of the 
world into which they arc going, 
then their examination stan¬ 
dards are far from impressive.”

In maths. 60 per cent of 
school leavers get a C5E grade 
four or above: in English the 
figure is more lhan 70 per cent. 

The latest statistics, for 1981- 
82. show that 38 per cent of 
school leavers obtained an G- 
levcl pass (grades A-CI. or a 
CSE grade one in English: 28 
per cent did so in maths and 15 
percent in physics and French. 

Linked to Sir Keith's pro¬ 
posed reforms of examinations 
is his wish to define the 
curricula in primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools between the ages 
of five and 16 so that everyone 
knows what children should be 
achiev ing at different ages. 

He had no illusions that any 
of this could be done overnight 
and said that it would be 
achieved "over the kind of 
longer period in which edu¬ 
cational advance has always 
had to be measured”. 

His speech, which was dis¬ 
tinguished by a considerable 
softening in his attitude towards 
teachers and their unions, who 
were invited to take pan in talks 
on the reforms, contained the 
minimum levels of competence 
which he believed pupils aged 
16 should achieve. 

In English pupils should 
show that they could read 
straightforard information and 
pass it on. and in maths that 
they could do decimals, frac¬ 
tions. percentages, use a calcu¬ 
lator and do graphs and, 

geometry.

eagan hopes high 
for Stockholm

President Reagan yesterday 
gave his clearest indication ’.hat 
lie hopes the meeting in 
Stockholm later tins month 
between Mr George Shultz, the 
US Secretary of Slate, and Mr 
Andrei Gromyko, the Soviet 
Foreign Minister, will mark the 
beginning of a thaw. 

Ties between the super¬ 
powers have been in deep freeze 
since the Korean airliner was 
shot down last September. The 
Soviet Union has since walked 
out of the Geneva talks on 
reducing medium-range miss¬ 
iles after Pershmg-2 and cruise 
began to be deploved in West 
Germany. Bn tain and Italy. 

In a statement issued after a 
meeting with Mr James Goody, 
the head of the US delegation to 
Stockholm. President Reagan 
said he wanted to sec improved 
relations with the Soviet Union 
and called for progress in talks 
on ways to reduce the risk of a 
surprise attack.

Foreign ministers from 35 
nations in Europe and North 
America, will attend the confer¬ 
ence. which opens on January 
IT. 

President Reagan is expected 
to make statement on US- 
Soviet relations in advance of 
Ins Stale of the Union address 
on January 24. 

Mr Shultz and Mr Gromyko 
are due to hold bilateral talks on 
January IS - their first meeting 
since Madrid Iasi September in 
the wake of the airline disaster. 

The Stockholm meeting, 
which is an offshoot of the 1973 
Helsinki accords and last year's 
conference in Madrid on Euro¬ 
pean security, will review 
proposals on how to reduce the 
risk of conventional war. 
Possible measures include ad¬ 
vance notification by Nato and 
the Warsaw Pact of military 
manoeuvres and improvements 
in communications such as the 
"hoi line" between Washington 
and Moscow. 

Mr Good by said the Soviet 
block had been sending “rela¬ 
tively positive” signals about 
the prospects for an agreement 
on confidence-building mea¬ 
sures. However, the Soviet 
Union seemed to have ruled out 
an early resumption of the 
Geneva talks. 

Two other important rounds 
or arms control negotiations - 
dealing with strategic weapons 
and conventional forces - have 
also been adjourned.

Mrs Thatcher said on Thurs¬ 
day that Britain would be 
willing to raise the exclusion 
zone if Argentina declared an 
end to hostilities in the region, 
but refused to consider talks 
aimed at turning ihe islands 
over to Argentina. 

President Alfonsin, who was 
inaugurated on December 10, 
ending seven years of military 
rule, called for a cessation of 
hostilities in the South Atlantic 
during his campaign for the 
presidency-, but also emphasized 
the need for negotiations.

Pound falls 
to record 
$1,404 low

The pound fell to its lowest 
ever level against the dollar 
yesterday as the United States 
currency continued its relentless 
climb on international foreign 
exchange markets. 

But the London Stock Ex¬ 
change, buoyed by cheerful 
predictions for the economy, 
pushed shares to new peaks, 
with the FT index of 30 leading 
shares rising 10.7 to a record 
794.3. 

The pound dipped to Si.4040 
at one stage, depressed by 
renewed fears of lower oil 
prices. But it recovered slightly 
to end the day half a cent down 
at St.4070. a loss of 4.5 cents on 
the week. 

The pound's weakness 
against the dollar has put paid 
to any lingering hopes of a fall 
in interest rates in the foresee¬ 
able future, a view which could 
be reinforced by poor money 
supply figures next Tuesday. 

The dollar has been sup¬ 
ported by expectations of 
continuing high interest rates 
andworries about political in¬ 
stability in the Lebanon and 
Nigeria. .

Traditions frustrate efficiency

Eye donors 
‘blocked 
by doctors’

The eyesight of hundreds of 
patients could be restored more 
quickly if hospital doctors and 
surgeons acknowledged That 
kidney donors could also 
provide corneas, a leading eye 
surgeon says today.

A police “corporate policy 
statement” describing the duties 
and responsibilities of a police¬ 
man in the 19S0s is to be issued 
by Scotland Yard to amend 
instructions drawn up at the 
formation of the Metropolitan 
Police in 1829. 

The statement is under 
discussion among senior offic¬ 
ers at the Yard and representa¬ 
tives of the organizations 
representing different ranks, 
such as the Police Federation 
and the Police Superintendents' 
.Association. The final agreed 
statement may be published 
next month. 

Since 1829 the basic prin¬ 
ciples of police work have 
normally been taken as the 
general instructions issued by 
the fireu joint, commissicncri 
of the Metropolitan Police. The 
commissioners. Rowan and 
Mayne. set out the instructions 
with the approval of Sir Robert 
Peel, the Home See re La ry. 

The instructions, required 
reading for generations of 
recruits, run to four paragraphs 
and include somc key pro¬ 
nouncements. Officers are told: 
“It should be understood at the 
outset that the principal object 
to be attained is the prevention 
of crime. To this great end 
every effort of the police is to be 
directed. 

“The security of person ami 
properly, the preservation of the 
public tranquility, and all other 
objects of a police establish men’ 
will thus be better effected than 
b> the detection and pun is’: 
ment of the offender after h- 
has succeeded in committirt 
the crime." 

The statement now under 
discussion takes in the phrase of 
"the principal object" but 
extends to seven pages and 
ranges Jar into questions of the 
rule of law, how the police fi; 
into that philosophy, she rc!c r: 
modem crime prevention, and 
the role of the public. 

The statement, drawn up at 
the instigation of Sir Kenneth 
Mcwman. the Commissioner, 
may eventually be adopted nut 
only in London bul also amonj 
other forces. Sir Kenneth's 
concept of policing by objec¬ 
tives has already evolved into a 
Home office circular sent out in 
all forces late last year.

Unlawful discrimination has 
occurred, the CRE says, and 
there is evidence of direct and 
indirect discrimination affecting 
ethnic minority doctors, nurses, 
and ancillary staff. 

Overseas doctors regularly 
find themselves in “unpopular ’ 
specialities, such as geriatrics 
and mental illness. Preliminary 
results from a CRE study show 
that more than half the ethnic 


ices Correspondent 
minority doctors, and nearly 
half of white doctors, believe 
that there is racial discrimi¬ 
nation. 

Nurses suffer similar diffi¬ 
culties. In one area with an 
average ethnic minority popu¬ 
lation. there were only 10 black 
nurses out of 500 in a modem 
acute hospital, while a neigh¬ 
bouring Victorian mental hospi¬ 
tal had more than 50 black 
nurses among 400 nursing staff. 

The report urges health 
authorities to review their 
practices and adopt equal 
opportunity policies.

Push-button magazines for cable TV

Tailor-made electronic news¬ 
papers or magazines are being 
offered to programme makers of 
national cable television chan¬ 
nels by 2 new group within 
British Telecom. 

Using a special technique 
each channel can have a 
corresponding electronic maga¬ 
zine or newspaper of about 100 
pages. The pages in these 
■publications will be culled 
largely from the 272.000 pages 
contained in thp Prestel com¬ 
puter system and other sources, 
possibly from news services 
such as’the Press Association. 

The pages arrive on the cable 
television screen contained in 
the spare lines of the 625 used 
to compose a television picture. 


The data contained in these 
unused lines is not visible on 
the screen until commanded by 
the cable subscriber. It is the 
same technique as that used by 
the BBC on its Ceefax infor¬ 
mation service and bv I TV 

Several consortia have al¬ 
ready disclosed plans for specia¬ 
lized cable television channels 
in areas such as sport, music, 
children's entertainment, and 
education. If the technology 
offered by British Telecom were 
used, each channel could have 
its own magazine or newspaper 
without using up any more 
television capacity. To call it to 
the- screen, all the subscriber 
would need lo do is press a 
button. 


A 100-page publications could 
be produced for the cable 
television screen for less than 
£100.000 a year. At the moment 
the Prestel computer pages 
contain information on 
weather, news, commodity 
prices, timetables, and similar 
lacts, updated regularly. 

Another service being offered 
by the corporation to any cable 
operator is called Garaeslar and 
will be launched in the summer. 
It offers the user a choice of 20 
computer games for /bout £10 a 
month. The fee includes the 
supply of a microcomputer, an 
electronic adapter, a control 
lever, and the library of gunes 
that are updated, five at a time, 
ohcc a month.

Doctors treating cases of the 
ff disease Aids (squired immune 
deficiency syndrome) have 
reported that the conditions can 
be transmitted heterosexually 
between couples with no extra¬ 
marital relations. More disturb¬ 
ing still, it can be passed on 
before the carrier shows out¬ 
ward signs of the illness. 

The condition had been 
regarded as a disease affecting 
mainly pro mi sco us homo¬ 
sexuals. female sexual partners 
of. male intravenous drug 
abusers, and bisexuals. 

But a report in the latest issue 
of the Annals . .of Internal 
Medicine describes a case 
involving .an elderly couple in 
the United States who both 
contracted the illness. 

The circumstances so startled 
the doctors treating them that 
two teams of specialists. one 
from the University of Miami 
Medical School and the other* 
from, the Oentre for . Disease 
Control in Atlanta, Georgia, 
conducted an investigation. 

The couple were in- their 
seventies and had been married 
for 50 years. The husband came 
down with oven symptoms of 
Aids in January last year and' 
died in May. He was a 
haemophilia sufferer and is 


believed to have contracted 
Aids from the injections of a 
contaminated blood product 
known as Factor Vm, used to 
stimulate dotting. 

The doctors are in no. doubt 
that the wife caught foe dmam i 
from her husband. If is not 
uncommon in other infections 
for foe causative organism to 
spread before the first victim 
. has developed dear symptoms 
of illness. 

Many medical researchers 
suspect that Aids is caused by a 
virus-type agent which, depend¬ 
ing on riraimstances,can be 
spread by - blood.. products, 
blood-contaminated needles, or 
sexual contact. - 
. In this case, since the wife 
was not a member of any group 
considered at risk, .foe research 
team, led by- Dr. . Arthur 
Pitchcnik, of foe University of 
Miami, concluded that-she had 
acquired the disease -from her' 
husband in sexual intercourse. 

The wife did not use Illegal 
drugs and did not inject hex 
husband with Factor VUL She 
had not received any Mood 
transfusion, she had nor 
accidentally pricked her skin 
with a needle, and die had not 
shared a toothbrush or razor.

Mr Peter Everett, superin¬ 
tendent of Southwark mortuary 
in south London, yesterday told 
Southwark Crown Court that 
there were corrupt mortuaries 
1 all over the country. 

On the third day of foe trial 
of a man charged with conspir¬ 
ing to steal from corpses.

Some older cars registered 
between the start of 1978 and 
the end of 1980 have barely a 
one-in -two chance of avoiding 
serious rust problems, accord¬ 
ing to k survey into car 
reliability' and corrosion by 
Wick?, foe Consumers' Associ¬ 
ation magazine. 

In more recent cars, to 1982, 
some cars had a “shameful” 
record for paintwork problems 
such as paint chips.- blemishes, 
and rust spots. Which? says. 
Paint damage with, up to 40 per 
cent of a maker’s recent range in 
reported, with ^0 makers worse 
than average. 

The survey is based on a 
questionnaire that went to 
4S.OOO readers and an analysis 
of 25,000 replies. 

Among older cars, Italy’s 
Lancia had the worst record and 
Bermany's BMW foe best. 
Among recent cars with paint 
damage Italy’s Fiat with 40 per 
cent complained of was worst, 
its Strada model being especial¬ 
ly poor, and 30 per cent of Aha 
Romeo (particularly - the 
Alfesud) were faulted.

Throwing some light 


Radio biographies, portraits, 
studies and the like have a sort 
of invariance: your average 
compUcr/narrator averagely 
links readings and other bits 
and pieces over 4S minutes: 
finish. How cheering then to be 
able to open 1984 by reporting 
within one week three rather 
exceptional specimens of the 
genre - even if strictly speaking 
two of them belong to. 1983. 
having been broadcast on New 
Year’s Eve. 

The first of these. Light in a 
Dark Place (Radio 4), was also 
the simplest; a sioiy for two 
voices of the lire of Christian 
Watt, a Scottish fishwife living 
on the Moray Firth who in 
1879, after a series of bereave¬ 
ments - five brothers dead 
within a year, a husband 
drowned at sea - not to 
mention olher misfortunes, 
suffered a mental breakdown 
and spent the remaining 44 
years of her life in Cornhii! 
asylum. Aberdeen, dying in 
1923 at the age of 90. 

Life had simply become too 
much for her, but her memory 
and powers of thought and 
expression clearly continued 
unimpaired because she used 
those years-to write an account 
of her earlier life quite outstand¬ 
ing in its narrative force, dose 
observation and personal in¬ 
sight: describing the moment 
when her emotional balance 
finally gave way. she wrote, “it 
was as distinct as a butterplale 
breaking on the floor 1 '. 

Indeed, she most have been 
at all times a remarkable, even 
formidable woman: two young 
men of noble family - one of 
them the son of Lord Lovat - 
were sufficiently attracted to 
think seriously of marriage. In 
the Lovat case, his lordship and 
his lady intervened and Lady 
Lovat was so unwise as to say in 
Kirstie’s presence that a fisher¬ 
man's daughter was not good 
enough for her boy. 

Even allowing for writer’s 
licence and the gloss of mem¬ 
ory. the ensuing tirade must 
have been quite shattering, 
particularly In the gorgeous 
drawing room of a great 
Scottish house of the mid-nine¬ 
teenth century: it included a 
brief but cogent explanation of 
the dependance of her ladyship 
on the despised working classes 
and ended with an assertion 
that "your heart is as cold as 
your bottom is reputed to be! 

Not , for nothing evidently 
have fishwives gained a repu¬ 


tation for invective and. oh nay. 
what a ladyship this same 
fishwife would have made. Her 
memories -were drawn from 
David Fraser’s edition of her 
papers: Alan' Haydock had 
adapted them, contributing a 
brief nhrraiion spoken with 
dignity by Andrew Criiikshank. 
Mr Haydock also produced and 
directed, ' obtaining a most 
moving portrayal of Christian 
from Eileen McCallum. 

Later that same day and 
again on Radio 4 we heard 
Peter McUor’scompilation on 
the life of Hugh Walpole, I j 
Have-No Genius, But By God I, 
Am a Novelist, in which -the 
compiler' and bis producer. 
Piers Plowright, cunningly took 
care of the narration by cutting 
in excerpts from an interview 
with Sir Rupert Hari-Davis. 
These served admirably to 
introduce a selection from a 
most characterful correspon¬ 
dence maintained with Henry 
James, Arnold Bennett ana 
Virginia Woolf. Peter Bark- 
worth read the Walpole end of 
it, that highly individual voice, 
in other contexts rather cool, 
imparting here a great singular¬ 
ity and verve. 

Perhaps it was hot surprising 
that the most original of my 
week’s biographies came from a 
particularly adept radio play¬ 
wright. Valerie Windsor.- The 
Divided State (Radio 4, January 
I and 5) was a portrait of the 
novelist and reformer, Winifred 
Holiby. author of Sooth Riding, 
Andetby Wold and others. The 
division of the title was between 
“lhe private nunnery of the 
mind", in which guiltily she 
indulged her gift and passion for 
writing, and “the incessant calls 
of the passing moment", calls 
from innumerable causes each 
of them, as she saw h, always 
more -worthy of attention than 
her.“selfish" talent.

Food supplies in 
Kampuchea have improved, though 
foe UN Secretary-General's recent 
report warns that the situation 
remains “frail and vulnerable'’, and 
the outlook for the next harvest 
unpromising. 

Oxfem, and others, suggest that 
the Kampucheans themselves wel¬ 
come the Vietnamese as the only 
alternative to the return of the ■ 
Wimer Rouge. Perhaps the presence 
of nearly 150,000 Vietnamese troops 
has encouraged this impression of 
quiescence. And is the Khmer 
Rouge the only alternative? Admit¬ 
tedly, they still form foe biggest 
resistance group in foe tripartite 
coalition. But the number of 
refugees and the stubbornness of the 
resistance suggests that many Kam¬ 
pucheans might like a chance to run 
their own amirs. 

Clearly the Russians have a stake 
in perpetuating the Vietnamese war 
machine as a barrier to Chinese 
influence. Now that they are afl 
under a communist regime, the 
Vietnamese people themselves have 
little say in the matter. But there 
seems no doubt that their interest 
would be to leave Kampuchea alone: 
to return to their traditional game of 
playing off Russia and China against 
each other; and to concentrate on 
much needed reconstruction at 
home, in which foe West could take 
a hand. That would solve every¬ 
body's problems. But I see little sign 
of it happening, especially if Hanoi 
is led to believe that opposition to 
its expansionism can eventually be 
eroded.

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Apple pies for the 
honeymoon bed 



As we begin a new year; Neil 
Kinnock may have been encouraged 
by Peter Kellner's latest analysis in 
the New Statesman based on an 
examination of the votes cast in the 
92 local by-elections held since the 
beginning of October. 

Labour won 33.7 per cent of the 
total vote, the Conservatives 33.1 
per cent and foe Alliance 31.4. if 
Labour could match the in maHc into 
the Alliance votes which the opinion 
polls (not local by-elections) record, 
Kinnock could be on to a good 
.thing. 

But, Kellner wants, Kinnock has 
yet to tackle Labour’s deeper 
problems. These include: “mainten¬ 
ance of unity beyond Us honey¬ 
moon period, the final extermi¬ 
nation of the Liberal-SDP Alliance 
as an effective alternative to the 
Conservatives, revision of vote 
losing policies... ” 

And there's foe rub. Kinnock is 
having a double honeymoon, one 
with the public, who like bis fresh 
smiling face and foe look of his trim 
wife, and foe other with foe fanatical 
left. Custom will probably stale the 
first element of the honeymoon and 
foe fanatical left are incapable of 
restraining themselves for very long. 
If Mr Wedgwood Bean wins the 
Labour nomination for foe Chester¬ 
field by-election, and thereafter foe 
seat, he will be waving conference 
decisions all over the place to foe 
applause of those who promoted 
them. 

As Lord Wilson said on TTN on 
Tuesday, Kinnock must deal with 
the "skinhead’’ Trotskyite infil¬ 
trators and get foe whole party to 
agree to policies or the electoral 
outlook is bleak. On Thursday the 
Daily Mirror commented acidly that 
Lord Wilson hadn't done much of 
either when he was Labour leader. 

I. too. was amused. In foe second 
half of the 1950s 1 did a lot to expose 
communism in foe unions. The 
Hofborn and St Pancras Labour 
Party, of which I was then a 
member, recommended to Labour’s 
national executive that I should be 
removed from the list of official 
Labour candidates as a punishment 
Hugh GaitskeU persuaded the 
national executive to throw foe 
recommendation out while Harold 
Wilson remained silent, possibly 
hoping that I might be eliminated 
altogether. 

However, regardless of whether it 
was Lord Wilson’s fear of foe 
fanatical left or need of their 
support which allowed the old 
social democratic labour party to be 
transformed into the new Marxist 
dominated Labour Party, foe prob¬ 
lem remains. The public have short 
memories but they can soon be 
jogged. 


Kmnock*s assertion this week that 
be and Labour will stand by the 
removal of all nuclear weapons, 
British of American, from British 
soil during the lifetime of the next 
Labour government passed almost 
unnoticed. But it will be omnipres¬ 
ent when there is electioneering to 
be done. 

Kinnock is trimming on foe EEC. 
Interestingly, he made his first 
official visit to Greece, whose 
government said they would leave 
foe Common Market but are still in 
it (Inckkntly. was Kinnock wise 
first to propose that the Elgin 
Marbles should sometimes be in the 
British Museum and sometimes in 
Athens and then that the Greeks 
should have them altogether? The 
British may not be aesthetes, but 
denuding foe British Museum has 
an unpatriotic ring to it) 

But can Kinnock trim much on 
foe detailed Marxist manifesto 
Labour presented at the last 
election? When it comes to the 
crunch he wflj either have to give in 
or face foe kind of civil war which 
ruined Labour in 1983. The more 
virulent that war the better foe 
prospects for foe Alliance and. their 
running a close second, or even a 
narrow first, to Labour. Either way 
Kinnock will have some nasty 
domestic problems when his honey¬ 
moon ends. 

Then there’s foe matter of 
Kinnock*s inexperience of office and 
administration which Lord Wilson 
slyly referred to. At least the 
inexperienced Wilson government 
of 1964 had a Prime Minister who 
had held high office for nearly six 
years and was able to bang on a great 
deal about his productive trade trips 
to Moscow, 

Newspapers and commentators 
move in cycles and fashions. At the 
moment Kinnock is something new 
to praise and promote. Mrs 
Thatcher is the idol whose feet it is 
fashionable to probe for day. That 
mood will pass, probably during 
1984 and certainly well before the 
next election. Those who now 
Withhold their praise who previously 
praised her, will be back when it 
seems journalistically a good idea to 
stand on their heads again. 

Similarly Kinnock's virtues as a 
nice bright young man will begin to 
pall as his content is tested and 
found somewhat shallow. The 
media in their present elevation of 
Kinnock. and diminishing of Mrs 
Thatcher, may be reflecting the 
public's feelings, or the public may 
be reflecting the media: probably a 
bit of both. But I would guess that 
Kinnock has more to worry about 
lhan Mrs Thatcher in 1984 and that 
Mr Steel and Dr Owen need not yet 
despair.

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This is written for all those who. like 
me up to a short time ago, believe 
computers to be boring or perni¬ 
cious. or very likely both. Those 
who have already formed a relation¬ 
ship with a computer may move on 
to foe last two paragraphs. 

In daily gossip, “computer” is a 
word akin to "cockup". Who has not 
derived an 1-told-you-so pleasure at 
tales of bills blandly dispatched by 
Artificial Intelligence with three 
extra noughts, or foe Great Fool in 
Swansea losing driving licences 
forever? Right-wingers develop 
paranoia about data-banks: a good 
moan is bad by alL 
Furthermore, as an historian, I 
believed that the computer allowed 
researchers without talent to delude 
themselves that by feeding ill-chosen 
statistics into the machine, enlight¬ 
enment would be delivered. And as 
a novelist, whose essential stock-in- 
trade is ideas, I felt honour-bound to 
regard foe ub selective, uncreative 
mind of the computer as a poor 
thing. 

So how have I managed to scrape 
acquaintance with one? It was an 
idea that did it. I had been 
complaining vaguely about foe 
divide in Britain between science 
and arts, and the way people who 
have been educated only io philos¬ 
ophy. English or law are allowed to 
ran a country whose life-blood has 
always been technology, about 
which they understand nothing. 

But 1 was uneasily aware of being 
an example of the very ignorance I 
was decrying Nobody ever made 
me leant any science. At university, 
“the scientists” seemed an alien 
tribe, and. disgracefully as I now 
think, it tended to be the less gifted 
arts graduates who went into 
industry while foe brightest became 
lawyers, lecturers and journalists. 

My own concept of industry was 
derived from folklore: a recent clip 
of film showing a modern factory, 
not with a human production line 
but with robots moving about, was, 
to roe. a revelation. Clearly it was 
not governmental policy but the 
silicon chip that is shaping our 
present and future. 

But what did “silicon chip” 
mean? What indeed did “computer” 
mean? I could use the words, like a 
child - or like a nineteenth-century 
landed gent talking dismissivdy 
about “trade” and “mills” - but I 
did not actually know the nature of 
the objects I was talking about. 
Eventually this had to be remedied. 

1 5bD know nothing, but I now 
know what J don’t know. I have so 
far played with three microcom¬ 
puters. One is a Commodore-Vic 20 
with a capacity of only il.OOOodd 
bytes. One is * SincUur-Spectrum 
with a keyboard like a toy but a 
capacity of 48,000 bytes, and one is 
a Traasam fitted up to work as a 
word-processor, belonging to friend, 
at which I have not yet been allowed 
a go unsupervised. But I have hopes * 
that 1 will be soon, because 1 know 
that fois fri end wants to convert me - ■ 


to foe use -of such a too! for 
producing books and articles - like 
this one. 

For filing, I qm greatly attached to 
old brown envelopes. The book is in 
my view still the most readily 
accessible information retrieval 
system yet invented, and I do not 
believe that any word processor 
worked by me would solve my 
spelling problem the way a human 
. aid does. And in any case 
“efficiency”, as a writer’s goal, is 
highly suspect No. to my amaze¬ 
ment wfaat turns out to appeal to 
me about computers is not their 
much-advertised practical advantag¬ 
es but their capacity for providing 
me with metaphor, symbols and 
images- 

I never expected that what I 
would find in a machine would be 
such ao analogue to the human 
mind. Ob, not foe rational, top layer 
of (bat mind, but its depth of dream- 
logic and neurosis. For instance, 
there was the red snowman. On the 
Sinclair, with foe assistance of a tape 
(Graphics Software) I drew a 
snowman, coloured him red, and 
spent some time adding ears, eyes 
etc. He was not perfect - one of his 
Stick arms came out slightly 
deformed - but he represented a lot 
of labour and learning. Then I tried 
to wipe him. i couldn’t. Because of 
some isolated procedural error (a 
neurotic oversight?) each rime f 
succeeded in clearing the screen the 
snowman remorselessly re-drew 
himself. What is more, he did so 
with all foe hesitations, deletions 
and errors that had gone into his 
creation. With his innocent air, his 
deformed limb and his manic and 
ultimately threatening persistence, 
he was as neat a symbol for an 
obsessional behaviour pattern as I 
ever hope to meet. 

At last I managed to psycho- 
foerapize the machine (or was it 
myself?) sufficiently to rid its screen 
- its conscious self - of this deadly 
homunculus. But had he really been 
wiped out? I suspect that, like most 
neuroses, he has simply gone into 
the random access memory and may 
at any time be called up - or just 
emerge. 

What we know to be there is a 
tiny fraction of what is actually 
there. Nothing is ever lost; conscious 
selectivity of recall masks foe true 
situation, foe lack of a rational value 
system; different modes of thought 
operate at different moments. In 
addition, the read-only memory 
contains a wealth of matter we have 
not even put there but which is there 
forever, a rich deposit of instincts 
and Jongian archetypes. 

Am I talking about foe human 
brain or the artificial intelligence? 
Just now, 2 am not entirely sure. But 
I fed that this relationship promises 
to be a rewarding one.

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THE PAIN OF CONTRACTION 


There is understandable relief 
that the strike threatened against 
British Shipbuilders h»s been 
called off hours before it-was due 
to start. That action itself is 
another sign of the growing 
realism of trade unions whose 
members are forced to take hard 
knocks and abandon old ideas as 
Britain's older troubled manu¬ 
facturing industries struggle to 
survive. 

But that relief should at 
present go no further than the 
reaction of management that 
"the industry has taken a step 
back from catastrophe". The 
immediate strike is not the sole 
element of catastrophe that 
British Shipbuilders faced. To 
, start with, the final talks over the 
productivity element in the state 
industry's survival plan have yet 
to be successfully prosecuted. 
For decades, the industry has 
provided the most glaring and 
1 widely quoted examples of 
demarcation between different 
, trades, made ever more confused 
as the use of new techniques and. 
materials cut across traditional! 
craft divisions. 

Some progress has already 
been made in more flexible 
: working, but the proposals at 
issue represent by far the most 
thoroughgoing assault on arti¬ 
ficial barriers to efficient work- 
' ing. Their passage may provide 
the crucial turning-point in the 
industry's long-running drama, 

‘ most particularly in impressing 
on government the determi¬ 
nation of workers and manage- 
I meat to play their frill part in a 1 
recovery plan for their business. 

. There is, however, no use 
‘ pretending that this resolves the 
matter. Even with new agree¬ 
ments and the full cooperation of 
i workers, British ' Shipbuilders 
will remain in deep trouble. 

The industry's plan has the 


modest aim of- bringing pro¬ 
ductivity up to the level of our 
European competitors. Yet in 
terms of commercial orders, 
Western Europe as a whole is 
becoming increasingly peripheral 
to world markets. Last year, the 
volume of new orders worldwide 
lumped by almost two-thirds 
from a total depressed progress¬ 
ively since the first oil crisis in 
1973 and more severely since 
1979. But almost all the extra - 
orders went to yards m Japan, 
the dominant world prducer, and 
South Korea, which * has sus¬ 
tained its position as number 
two by a harsh pricing policy. 

British Shipbuilders itself is 
likely to follow its £128 million 
loss in 1982-83 with a further 
£100 million in the current 
financial year and many of its 
merchant shipbuilding yards 
remain desperately short of 
orders, let alone, profitable 
orders. Mr Graham Day. the 
tough-minded Canadian who 
recently took the helm at British, 
Shipbuilders, may take a differ¬ 
ent approach to government 
from his predecessor Sir Robert 
Atkinson, but he will still be 
asking taxpayers to add substan¬ 
tially to the £840 million already 
ploughed into the industry since 
it was nationalized in I9?7 and 
since when it has never made a 
profit 

Until Mr Day’s arrival, re¬ 
lations with government were 
bedevilled by demands for an 
overall commitment to the 
future of the industry. Ministers 
were right to refuse a blank 
cheque, just as they have been 
proved wise in keeping out of the 
argument over productivity and 
the dispute between' Britofl and 
the Scott-Lztbgow yard over the 
disastrously late oil-rig order. Mr 
Day has accepted a less certain, 
more hand-to-mouth relation¬ 


ship with Whitehall and as an 
outsider, if only by accent, is 
clearly cast for die role that Sir 
Michael Edwardes played at 
British LeylandL But that does 
not absolve ministers from 
thinking out their attitudes to the 
industry's future. 

Since nationalization, British 
Shipbuilders has already closed 
ten yards and six repair yards. It 
has shed more than a quarter of 
its employees and more than half 
those working on merchant ships 
and is even now making a 
further 9,000 jobs redundant 
Yet with two fifths of world 
capacity still surplus to require¬ 
ments, the British industry 
remains a prime candidate for 
slimming. 

It will be templing for the 
Government to seek protection 
through new European Com¬ 
munity initiatives to get round 
world subsidy restrictions by 
treating the whole of Europe as a 
home market But that would be 
folly. World competition is not a 
passing phase. Indeed, Japan and 
South Korea are already worried 
about the new industries rising 
in Brazil, Taiwan and China. 
Nor should the planned return of 
profitable military yards to the 
private sector, in part a guilty 
reaction to the scandalously low 
prices paid on nationalization, 
be seen as solving the problem. 

There is, in the end, no 
acceptable alternative to sup¬ 
porting British Shipbuilders’ 
management as it struggles to 
build new viable businesses 
making smaller and more soph¬ 
isticated ships, even while 
morale suffers from the piece¬ 
meal process of further shrinkage- j 
and closures. It is another messy 
but necessary phase in the 
reform of British industry. 


IT IS THE TEACHERS WHO MATTER 


News ‘that a minister or ad 
official is being transferred to the 
tower block above Waterloo 
; Station which houses the 
! Department of Education and 
Science is usually treated as an 
occasion for sympathy by the 
I rest of Whitehall. The DES is 
known as “the white roan's grave* 
south of the river”. Sir Keith 
| Joseph, who arrived as Secretary 
of State in 1981, refuses to 
succumb, however, as his 
• speech to the North of England 
I Education Conference in Shef¬ 
field showed yesterday. The bulk 
of it was devoted to the question 
. “What is education for?”. Find¬ 
ing the answer is a matter of 
urgency as by the summer Sir 
Keith will have to end a long 
(period of.uncertainty by deter¬ 
mining the configuration of a 
new 16 plus examination. 

, Sir Keith has a quality rare in 
public life - an ability, almost a 
compulsion, to parade his short- 
■ comings. He admitted yesterday 
that on arrival at the DES he 
undemi mated the difficulty of 
| lifting standards. More than two 
years of reading inspectors’ 
reports has shown him “that 
much of what many pupils are 
1 now asked to learn is clutter”, a 
sentiment that would be echoed 
by many an anxious parent 
I worried by the failure of the state 
' system to provide the skills and 
learning they wish their progeny 
^ to acquire. 

The remedy Sir Keith propose* 


is twofold: to raise 80 to 90 per 
cent of all pupils at least to CSE 
grade 4 - the level now achieved 
by pupils of average ability 4n 
individual, subjects; and to 
devise a system where the 
absolute and not just the relative 
attainments Of a pupil can be 
gauged by examination. It would 
be of great value to parents, 
employers and universities if a 
results sheet did indicate not just 
a young person’s position rela¬ 
tive to his or her peers but 
whether he or she can read, 
comprehend and communicate, 
set an historical event in context 
or perceive-a pattern in scientific 
data. Devising such a system 
could prove immensely taxing. 

Compounding the difficulty 
are the many purposes for which 
the new sixteen phis is being 
introduced. However it is con¬ 
structed - whether it remains a 
two tier process or merges O 
level with CSE - it must provide 
the evaluation needed at one end 
by a university admissions tutor 
and the prospective employer of 
a sixteen-year-old at the other. 
Sir Keith must beware of the 
pendulum swinging too far away 
from a system which differen¬ 
tiates between abilities. He will 
also be acutely aware that a 
minister of education is the 
custodian and paymaster, to the 
tune of some £13 billion a year, 
of a service over which he has no 
real control. The experience has 
only added to his reputation as 
an agonizer. 


In the final analysis it is 
quality of the .teachers that 
counts. If that is laeiting 1 sensible 
direction, from national or local 
government and adequate fund¬ 
ing can be of little effect. Sir 
Keith, to his credit is concerned 
about' that too. He - returned 
yesterday to the need; ior-edu¬ 
cation authorities to be able to 
sack .dud teachers “feom - a 
profession where they can do 
such disproportionate harm 1 
Unless he ends the. absurd 
distinction between the mechan¬ 
isms for determining the pay of 
teachers and their conditions of 
service enshrined in the Re¬ 
muneration of Teachers Act, 
1964, he will probably bo 
condemned to vainly wringing 
his hands on this crucial issue. 

Sir Keith's spell in the “white 
man's grave” will he remem¬ 
bered for his decision on the 
sixteen plus and his management 
of the education service in a 
period of financial austerity. He 
said yesterday that the system 
was standing at a watershed. 
Whether or not decline or 
regeneration waits across the 
divide- will not, be known for 
some years. But the issue will 
turn largely though not whofiy 
on teacher quality. Without 
improvements there, reji$*ging 
examinations, revising curricula 
and a host of more or less 
admirable reforms will be to 
little avaiL . . 


THE EXPANSIVE MR KINNOCK 


As one of a nation which has 
suffered under the impositions 
of the dominant English, Mr 
Neil Kinnock has a natural 
(motive for sympathy with his 
(hosts the Socialist government of 
Greece in their claim for the 
(Elgin Marbles to be restored to 
Athens. 

The British are curiously 
prone to feel guilty about the 
Elgin Marbles. Other countries 
which acquired comparable 
masterpieces of Greek art in the 
|last century show few signs of 
s imilar an guish, and have been 
■more or less spared the blandish- 
’ments of Greek chauvinism in 
consequence. Post-imperial 
conscience must have something 
|to do with our attitude, though 
Britain had no imperial role in 
[Ottoman Greece (very much the 
reverse, in feet). Our legal title to 
[the marbles is beyond serious 
dispute, and the much-abused 
'Lord Elgin, who saved the 
imarbles from virtual destruc¬ 
tion, deserves recognition as one 
of the greatest benefactors of the 
Greek nation. 

But all that is beside the point 
for the Greek government, and 
perhaps for Mr Kinnock too. 
The marbles have become a 
focus for national feeling, and 
other considerations do not 
figure. A British political party 
which incorporated in its next 
manifesto a promise to yield 
them up might find that so facile 
a dismissal of 160 years of 


focus of national feeling here too. 
The transaction .would in any 
case be bound to set a spectacu¬ 
lar precedent- a world-wide 
clamour would follow, with 
excesses of rhetoric and eyewash 
intolerable to contemplate, hav¬ 
ing -a general and progressive 
tendency to send home the 
masteipieces of every nation, 
with disastrous consequences for 
the diffusio n of benefit from 
mankind's common heritage of 
art 

The extent of Mr Kinnock’s 
acquaintance with the case in 
hand is indicated by his rugger- 
player’s image: “The Parthenon 
without the marbles is like a 
smile without a tooth.” Restor¬ 
ing them to the temple, out¬ 
doors, would be an act of crass 
van dalism on both conservation 
and aesthetic grounds, and the 
Greek government rightly 'have 
no such barbarous intention. 
Miss Mercouri talks of the blue 
skies of Attica, but that is only 
part of the rhetoric. 

Mr Kinnock also addressed 
himself to wider issues. His 
proposal for a system of itinerant 
masterpieces would at least pro¬ 
vide a pretext for saving the 
National Musuem of Wales, on a 
title of repatriation, from having 
to say a long farewell to its fine 
Cezannes and its controversial 
Rubenses. There is a precedent 
of a kind in the peripatetic Hugh 
j anp bequest, which crosses the

already an admirable custom of 
loan for special exhibitions, of 
which London enjoys, the fruits 
at present in the Royal Acad¬ 
emy’s great Venetian exhibition. 
The National Gallery, for in¬ 
stance, lands about two dozen 
major paintings a year for 
similar special - events. But 
clearly Mr Kinnock has some¬ 
thing far more extensive in 
mind. 

The principle behind his 
scheme is to malm ancient 
treasures “accessible in die 
greatest number of places to the 
greatest number of people”. The 
Greeks were right to spot the 
snag in this principle for it is 
almost certain that more people 
see the marbles in London than 
would in Athens. An equitable 
Hellenic cruise would take them 
to Canton and Barry Dock, but 
seldom to either London or 
Piraeus. To have numerous 
masterpieces frequently on the 
. move would create daunting and 
costly problems of security 
against theft and accident. It 
would be vexing for purposeful 
. travellers always to have to 
inquire about the present lo¬ 
cation of the Mona Lisa or-the 
Sphinx before setting out to see 
it. There is much to be said for a 
state of affairs where stability is 
the norm. As travel becomes 
easier and cheaper, Mr Kin- 
nock’s plan to bring the master¬ 
pieces to Mahomet, instead of] 
Mahomet to the masterpieces, is 
likely to seem increasingly per¬ 
verse. 


Greenham arms 
safeguards 

From Professor Colonel G. I. A. D. 
Draper 

Sir, In your leading article, “Protest, 
not sabotage” (December 30), you 
rightly ■ draw attention to the 
vanishing point of tbe distinction 
between protest and sabotage, so far 
as some of the “capers** of tbe ladies 
of Greenham Common are con¬ 
cerned. ■ 

It is more than .doubtful whether 
that crucial distinction, when it 
comes to the use of firearms by US 
or UK servicemen on guard or 
patrol at that site, has been 

clear in the statements you die of 

Mr David MeQor, MP, of the Home 
Office, in the House of Commons. 
Therein he refers to “rules of 
engagement”. That is an unfortunate 
term, which normally relates to 
armed operations by troops against 
armed “enemies”, as that term is 
defined in .section 255 (a) of the 
Army Act, 1955. 

The obscurity of our law about 
the use of firearms by troops against 
our civilian population, otherwise 
than in aid of the civil power, is 

compounded by the law governing 

the visiting force (US) on that 
subject and. by the feet that their 

offending serviceman who causes a 

fatality with firearms while purport¬ 
ing to cany out his “orders” is tried 
by a court-martial jurisdiction, while 
tbe UK counterpart has to be tried 

by the civil courts, Le., a High Court 

judge arid jury. 

Nothing in the cited statement of 
Mr Meflor throws any light on the 
dark places in our law, or in US 

military law (the Uniform Code of 

Military Justice). 

How would it be if the appropri¬ 
ate minister could assure Parliament 
that the existing “rules of engage¬ 
ment” of US servicemen here and of 
UK troops guarding defence bases in 
this country have been submitted to 
the Law Officers of the Crown, who 

are satisfied, or not as the case may 

be, that they comport with the law of 

the UK? 

In the interests of our own 
servicemen engaged on such duties, 

let alone the members of the public, 

whether Greenham Common ladies 
or not, such a reference to the Law 
Officers, if not already done, would 
seem advisable before a fatality and 
the ensuing arguments about 
superior orders occur. If tbe sets at 
engagement” rules cannot -be 
harmonised, then the US military 
authorities here can seek their 
advice from the appropriate quarter. 

No doubt, under the Nato Status 
of Force Agreement, 1951, only 
partially ingested in our Visiting 
Forces Act, 1952, the US military 

here will have the primary right to 

exercise their court-martial jurisdic¬ 
tion for any such “on-duty” offence, 
but all too often it win be found that 
UK servicemen are carrying out the 
internal guard and patroL 
The course recommended will not 
allay all fears, bat it may give some 
measure of public reassurance.

“gratuitously spreading Communist 
propaganda” about the Indo-China 
war. 

ha his dispatch of January 27, 

1953, he added that “there is. or 
should be, plenty of accurate 
information about Vietnam for it to 
be unnecessary for The Times to 
feed the English reader with 
nonsense about Communist land 
reform, improvement of conditions 
in foe rebel army, etc”. 

Presumably the alleged accurate 
information refers to handouts put 
out in support of foe Foreign Office 
policy to promote Bao Dai as foe 
best leader for Vietnam. 

For the beneGt of younger 
readers, Bao Dai was what is known 
by gossip columnists as “a fun- 
loving prince”. He rarely moved out 
of foe mountain resort of Dalai, 
where he shot tiger and maintained 
an international harem. These two 
pastimes, attractive as they may be. 
were his only interests. 

I ignored this obvious nonsense, 
as any experienced foreign 
correspondent would. Moreover, 1 
had the good fortune to know 
General Jean de La Lire de Tassigny* 
a great soldier who knew and 
respected the quality of his enemy 
and the popular support it enjoyed- 
I frequently visited Hanoi before 
it fell to the Vietminh. where apart 
from meeting Vietnamese of all 
political colourings - many of 
whom had a cultural attachment to 
France — I was in touch with foreign 
consular officers who knew more 
about what was going on than the 
British Minister in Saigon, foe 
British Commissioner General for 
South-east Asia in Singapore and 
the Foreign Office. 

One reason for their ignorance 
was that they refused to listen to foe 
British Consul in Hanoi, a well 
informed man who. ■ if I recall 
correctly, did not have his contract 
renewed because he refused to toe 
foe official Foreign Office line. 

And. of course, I covered military 
operations in foe field, and learned 
that French infantry officers also 
respected the enemy. That the 
enemy was as nasty as most so- 
called freedom fighters made no 
difference. They were good soldiers 
and were supported by foe villagers. 

Pres uma bly none of this has been . 
found in the official documents. 
Instead, I stand condemned of being 
a dupe or Communist sympathizer 
and, much worse, of misleading 
your readers. Not that it matters 
much. Subsequent events proved 
that mv assessment of the renei 
army” was closer to foe truth than 
the FO fantasies.

A correspondent writes: 

The death of Valentine Orde. 
OBE, on December 9 at tbe age 
of 94 will bring sadness to many 
throughout the country. 

She was born on St Valen¬ 
tine’s day 1889 into an old 
Northumbrian family, tbe fifth 
of six children. She showed 
musical ability as a child and in 
due course went - with 
chaperone - to study the 'cello 
first at the Royal Academy of 
Music in London then in 
Germany. 

Later in her life she was also 
to study with the celebrated 
'cellist Emanuel Feuermaon. In 
the First World War she went to 
France to play to the troops and 
between the wars taught and 
played chamber music in 
London. 

It was. however, for her 
example and influence in the 
later part of ber file that she will 
be best remembered. She was a 
dedicated teacher, inspiring 
others at every level of ability. 
Kenneth Sillito, now leader of 
the Gabrieli Quartet, is but the 


most distinguished of man;- 
professional players who ern 
testify to Valentine’s generous 
encouragement for it was she 
who introduced him to suing 
Quartet playing in her 
Northumbrian home. 

Her enthusiasm expressed 
itself no less io her lifelong 
encouragement of amateur 
music making, inducing (or 
cajoling!) hosts of people with 
whom she came in contact to 
share her passionate love of 
music through her teaching, 
coaching. and conducting 
activities. 

Ever open to new ideas, she 
was involved in the foundation 
of Ihe Northern Sinfonia of 
England in 1958 and lived lon b 
enough to see its reputation 
firmly established. 

At tbe end of her life she 
herself received prolific recog¬ 
nition; by her appointment as 
OBE in 1969 and with an 
honorary doctorate of music at 
Newcastle University in 1979. 
She was also the subject or a 
documcntrjv film for television 
Valentine's Day.

Among the results so tar have 
been the precise dating of Todor 
panel paintings and of “King 
Arthur's Round Table” at Win¬ 
chester Castle, as well as the 
construction . of prehistoric 
sequences from bog oaks Ibond hi 
Ireland. 

The present study , carried ont 
by P r of ess o r Peter Konihoini. of 
Cornell University, and Profeesor 
’Cedi Striker, «f the University of 
Pennsylvania, both hi the United 
Slates, involved sampling nwaer- 
bos an cie n t bondings in Greece, _ 
together with forests to 'Greece, 
Turkey, Cyprus and. Yugoslavia. 
They have shown that conifers, 
thought to he a dlfffcalt subject for 
tree-ring studies, 'can be cross-- 
dated with each other and with 
oaks, and the successfully doted 
samples now reach from Sarajevo 
in Bosnia to eastern Turkey, a 
distance of more than 2,000 
kilometres (1,250 miles}. 


When boildlngs were sampled, the 
authors found that there was not 
Becessarify any relationship 
between a structure's architectural 
importance and its usefulness for 
their study- Thus, the famous 
mona s tic church of Hosfos Loufcas 
near Delphi is Greece could not 
even be cross-dated with another 
church in the same monastery 
because sue used juniper and tbe 
other oak, while the Nea Puutghia 
church in Thessaloniki, a bnUdlng 
of secondary architectural import¬ 
ance, yielded a vital 198-year tree- 
ring sequence from tbc 16th and 
] 8th centuries. 

Ten churches, a mosqae, and the 
noted White Tower were studied in 
Thessaloniki, where rec ent earth - 
. quakes had led to structural 
damage, the need for sew wood, 
and the presence of convenient 
scaffolding. One of the churches, 
that of Agios Nteoiaos Orphanos. 
yielded the earliest sequence, from 
AD* 1116 to 1313. while the church 
of the Holy'Apostles and the 
Vbtodon Monastery between 
them spanned all hot a century of 


the period from 1212 to 1799. 

Tbc study has also involved far 
older material, indoding wooden 
dowels from the column drams af 
tbc Parthenon, made of joniper 
and cypress, which yielded a 
sequence of 152 years ending, the 
authors presume. Just before tbe 
bnlldiBg of the temple fa 448 BC. 

That sequence does not go far 
enough back to overlap the 
"floating'* sequence from the 
Midas tumulus at Card ion in 
Turkey, which Hi 806 years long, 
bat some jumper wood legs front a 
bed. found to a well to Athens, 
yielded a 274-year sequence 
overlapping thatatGonUon.

Ten years from now people will 
he working fewer hours, and 
technological advances will 
mean that more of that work 
will be done from home. 
Technology will also provide a 
wider range of home entertain¬ 
ment. So the house-of 1994 
looks likely to be the main focus 
of activity for its inhabitants, in 
terms of work as well as leisure. 

To guarantee the mental 
stability of people staying at 
home more of the time there 
will have to be much greater 
public access to the house than 
we have been used to since the 
First World War. There will be 
a return to the concept of 
“reception" rooms, with the- 
expectation of a constant 
stream of visitors. ' 

There is no reason to believe 
(hat the generation gap will 
have narrowed, so the house 
will have to absorb contrasting 
- and often conflicting - 
lifestyles. “Loud rooms” will 
co-exist with quiet ones, giving 
the architect the challenge of 
isolating one mode from the 
other. 


is tJlecriomcally "alive" capable 
of being transformed into a 
giant television screen from 
either side. This means that 
while one member of the 
family is playing video games 
in the loud room, another 
can be ordering the week’s 
groceries via teletext 
Videophone, teletext and access 
to relevant computer services 
will also be fed to the study.

CONSERVING 

ENERGY 


Another influence on design' 
will be the ever-pressing need to 
conseive energy. All new houses 
built in 1994 may well have 
their main living rooms facing 
south, with large windows, to 
get maximum benefit from 
sunlight: the north-facing utility 
rooms, on the other hand, will 
have smaller windows, with a* 
bank of trees outside to protect 
the building from north winds. 

Our house is projected tor a 
family of four, they are pro¬ 
fessional people, with the 
parents in their fifties, a son 
aged 23 and a daughter aged 1&. 
They have moved up through 
the housing market and are now 
able to spend £60,000 to 
£100.000 (at 1984 prices) on a 
new house in a typical suburban 
plot of a quarter of an acre. 

Only one of them is in a full¬ 
time job. as a financial manager 
working a 60-hour, staggered 
fortnight, 40 per cent of it from 
home. Of the other three, one is 
officially unemployed, one does 
occasional freelance work and 
one is occupied looking after the 
home. Although they have a 
car. they need it less and less 
and may not keep it. A garage is 
not included in the budget. 


CENTRAL 

COURTYARD 


The plan of the house is 
partially derived from _ the 
Roman villa. The focus is a 
central. internal courtyard 
which is not just a hall, but also 
a public sitting and meeting 
area. To conserve energy, it 
doubles as a conservatory, 
complete with climbing plants 
and fruit trees. There is direct 
access from it to all rooms, 
making them more private than 
they are today and eliminating 
corridors. Heat from the con¬ 
servatory can be distributed to 
the rooms by simply opening 
doors: in hoi weather the rooms 
can be aired by opening the 
double-glazed doors which lead 
to the surrounding garden- 

The parents and their chil¬ 
dren occupy opposite sides of 
the courtyard: the former have 
the south-west side so that they 
can use one of the rooms as a 
dining room in the evenings. 
The right-hand (south-easi) 
wing is designed to provide two 
self-contained bedsitting rooms 
separated by a shared bath¬ 
room. with a "loud room" to 
the north- The left-hand wing 
provides a cloakroom, study, 
ano relaxing room/library. 

The kitchen occupies the 
central part of the north end of 
the house. It is large enough to 
contain an eating area and has 
rubbish-burning stoves as one 
source of energy; it is lined — 
under the eaves on the north - 
with a number of little rooms 
which serve as the laundry, 
larder and garden room. 

AH musical instruments, 
gadgets and electronic games 
are consigned to the loud room 
which adjoins the kitchen- The 
party wall with the kitchen 


The stairs er the end of the 
courtyard rise to a first-floor 
gallery which runs round three 
sides of the courtyard; off it 
open two-bedroom and bath¬ 
room suites which open in turn 
on to a first-floor garden 
running across the front roof. 

The roof garden is one of the 
most cost-effective ways of 
insulating the ground floor as 
well as providing a quasi-private 
garden if the rest of the plot 
is being used for a party. Water 
for it is collected in rainwater 
tubs, a spiral staircase leads 
from it to the main garden, and 
the whole area is enclosed by an 
elegant 1930s tubular railing. 

As regards the structure, the 
main choice lies between using 
“high-tech" materials - light¬ 
weight metal, glass - and 
traditional ones - brick, stone, 
plaster, etc: tbe former offer 
flexibility, the laiter solidity,. 
The fact that this house will be 
constantly occupied militates 
against high-techfc it heats up 
and cools down quickly, which 
is ideal for buildings in inter¬ 
mittent use but far from perfect 
when, as here, there is a 
premium on economy. What is 
needed is a heavier structure 
which will warm up without the 
expenditure of too much energy 
and will then retain the heat. 

The other main drawback of 
using modern materials is that 
they often produce houses 
which act like echo chambers. 
The great disadvantage of 
traditional methods of construc¬ 
tion, on the other hand, is their 
inflexibility. This house offers a 
good British compromise. 

Its essence, like that of any 
good h igh-teefa 'house, is that it 
is framed: the whole structure is 
carried by a timber or steel 
frame whose pillars define the 
spaces with in the house. Since 
the partitions are independent 
of the structure, the occupiers 
will be able to make changes to 
their room sizes and uses with 
relatively little upheavaL 

Indeed, the speed of progress 
is such that the occupiers may 
well be able to make these 
changes without even having 
builders to do the work. There 
is a single, brick-built chimney 
on the western flank, which 
offers the possibility of open 
fires in the top two rooms on 
that wing. 

It is essential to conserve 
energy and many features of tbe 
house are geared to this. To 
ensure sound as well as beat 
insulation, the walls will be 
thicker than is normal at 
present and will be made, 
perhaps, of compressed straw 
bales, giving the architect an 
unusual aesthetic challenge. 

Other energy-conserving 
dements are the roof garden, 
the thicker walls, the double- 
glazed windows and doors, the 
rubbish-burning stove and, 
most notably, the glazed con¬ 
servatory, facing south for 
maximum heat gain. But of 
prime importance is the row of 
solar panels at .the apex of the 
two-storey house. Small gener¬ 
ators. powered by the sun or the 
wind, may also be available. 

Mains drainage is, of course, 
provided: if the site had been 
more remote, a septic tank 
would have been an alternative.. 
Future possibilities indude the 
recycling of water and the use of 
waste for garden fertilizer.

Hologram holidays 



You wake up in the morning to 
a cup of tea, your favourite 
radio programme - and the 
bath water, already run and 
waiting for you at precisely tbe 
temperature you programmed 
the night, before. You get 
dressed and have breakfast and 
set out for the office. 

It is unlikely, however, that 
you Will be crawling through 
traffic or waiting on a crowded 
platform for the 8.15. The office 
is probably only a couple of 
yards from where you had your 
egg and bacon (or the synthetic 
equivalent) but still equipped 
for your every need. 

There will be a telephone, of 
course, but linked to a screen so 
that you can see (and be seen) 
by the person you have called: a 
business conference can be 
conducted over . hundreds of 
miles, if not continents. You 
will have a facsimile machine, 
capable of transmitting exact 
copies of documents, charts, 
computer printouts and detailed 
drawing across the world 
within seconds. 

Letters need not be put into 
envelopes, stamped and taken 
to the post office. An electronic 
mail system will take care of 
that: the 'message is written at 
your computer terminal and 
transmitted, along telephone 
line or cable, to a central 
mailbox which the recipient 
“opens" by keying in his or her 
name and pass number. 

While the breadwinner is 
thus busy, .the household 
manager (male or female) will 
be sitting in an armchair with a 
keypad - very much like the 


present remote control for a 
television set - and a portable 
visual display. He or she will be 
setting programmes for the day 
or perhaps days and .weeks 
ahead. 

The . central heating, for 
instance: temperatures can be 
set for each room in the house, 
and hour by hour throughout 
the day. You can arrange for the 
washing machine to come on at 
a certain time, or the cooker or 
the extractor fan . Light switches 
will be a thing of the past since' 
lights can be programmed to 
switch on and off automatically, 
their brightness or dimness also 
centrally controlled. . 

You do not even need to be 
in the house- If you are. on 
holiday and want to make sure 
that the house will be warm on 
your return, you can. send 
instructions to the central 
heating boiler down the tele¬ 
phone line. Similarly if you left 
the casserole in the oven but 
forgot to turn the power on, a 
telephone’ call to the cooker 
will put things right. 

The combination of sensors 
which can pick up information, 
microchips which can store h 
and optical fibre cables little 
fatter than a human hair which 
can carry it.across continents, 
are already revolutionizing the 
way we live; and the process can . 
only accelerate. • 

Not every 1994 house will 
have every feature described 
here. What we are suggesting is 
the likely shape of things to 
come, based on forecasts from 
technology that is either already 
available or about to be 


developed In the end it will 
depend on price and, most 
important, whether the public 
actually wants what it is offered 

In many cases the facilities for 
• making life easier win surely 
overcome any doubts. Why 
make a special journey to the 
bank, when, at the behest of a 
keyboard precise details of the 
state of your account can be 
called up on a screen and you 
can pay in and withdraw money 
without a pen touching paper? 

Shopping, too, will become a 
simple matter of calling up your 
supermarket on tbe visual 
display, finding out what items 
are available at what prices, 
even being able to see them. 
You key in your shopping list, 
the shop collects and packs the 
goods for you, debits your bank 
account and you call round at 
your convenience. 

Yon fancy an evening at the 
theatre. You call up the relevant 
page on your viewdata system, 
telling you what shows are on- 
You choose one, key into the 
theatre where it is playing and 
■find out performance limes, 
availability of tickets and prices- 
You make, your choice, give 
your credit number and in 
seconds the deal is done. 

You can book a holiday in 
.the same way, telling the travel 
agent where and when you want 
to go and how much you want 
to spend and back will come the 
information on your screen. 
You may also be able to see a 
short film of the resort to help 
you make up your mind.

Homework will 
more likely consist of working 
out problems on a computer 
than memorizing facts or 
writing in exercise books. 

Electronic toys will move 
from video games to robots. 
Instructions can be pro¬ 
grammed through the computer 
or the robot will respond 
directly to commands given by 
the human voice. The robot can 
be educational, as well as a 
diversion, carrying a pen across 
a sheet of paper and tracing 
patterns which form a painless 
introduction to geometry. 

There will be so many 
demands on visual displays and 
computers and keypads that 
they will be found in several 
rooms. At least they will make 
the house tidier. Instead of 
scruffy address books, fuller 
names and telephone numbers 
half of which are out of date, 
such information can he put on 
to the computer and revised at 
regular intervals. 

Remote monitoring through 
a screen may smack of Orwell s 
Big Brother but used to keep an 
eye (and an car) on the baby in 
its cot upstairs, thanks to a 
camera in the nursery sending 
back signals, it has less sinister 
uses.

If possible 
pay a deposit first: a good 
bucket shop will be willing to 
accept a deposit equal to any 
cancellation charge on the 
tickeL Before collecting your 
ticket check with the airlines 
that you have bookings for the 
flights and dates that you want. 

Try to avoid buying a bucket 
shop ticket with a credit card 
because you will probably end 
up paying a higher fare. And do 
not use a credit card if you have 
to do the transaction over the 
telephone. • 

Paying the foil amount before 
you see your ticket is only 
justifiable if you want to avoid a 
possible price increase or if you 
are travelling at short notice.

The i sl a n d is an equally 
attractive place above the 
water-line, with many fine 
beaches where non-divers »" 
enjoy the shade of a palm tree. 

St Lucia is not intensely 
developed but has a good cross 
section of hotels ranging from 
the seclusion of Anse Chastanet 
to the Halcyon Days with a 
multitude of activities offered 
in the price. The histo rical 
background to the island is 
marked by a prolonged struggle 
for control between Britain and 
France and this divided influ¬ 
ence has left its mark in fee- 
place names and the culture.

If you take the realistic 
view- lhat Britain is not likely to 
to have an immediaie repeat of 
those Mazing months and you 
also had ihe misfonune to find 
unreasonably xvet weather else¬ 
where in Europe, then more 
distant pans may seem alluring. 

This tempiation is particu¬ 
larly strong as regards those lar- 
tlung places which have special 
ciV-neak summer deals.

The low prices arc partly a 
consequence of the weather, but 
the reasons may not be obvious 
from the meteorological sLatis- 
ti» in the brochure. 

Last summer is a useful 
yardstick. If you found the heat 
and humidity on the very 
holiest days of the record- 
orcaiung heatwave in July 
uncomfortable, you need to 
choose carefully. The con-

normal summer weather in 
most tropical and subtropical 
regions.

Remember it may- not be just a 
matter of comfort but of vour 
general well-being.

Clwyd, LL20 8SD 
have produced a catalogue with 
about 1.300 items, including a 
great many new forms as well as 
well-tested varieties. It is well 
worth Irving the new varieties 
yourself' to sere how they 
perform rather than relying on 
the experience of others. 

Introduced for 1984 are 
Easiplanis: the variety Begonia 
semperllorens FI Glamour Girt 
is the first. Sold in soil blocks, 
they will continue to grow until 
thev are ready to be planted out 
in June. Impaticns, begonia, 
petunia and salvia seedlings are 
also available. These come as 
young plants in seed trays 
which can then be pricked off. 

Of the new forms l like the 
look of Love Match, a new 
sweet pea which is a mixture of 
pinks, lavender and white. It 
grows tall and the flowers are 
beautifulJv scented. Hibiscus 
Disco Belle has large flowers, 
about 9in across, which are 
white with a red heart. It is an 
FI hybrid and needs the 
protection of a south wal! or a 
cold greenhouse. 

There are many new ger¬ 
aniums to try. Peep Bo has 
rounded heads of star-shaped 
flowers, red with a white eye 
and unusual foliage. Geranium 
FI Scarlet Diamond has zoned 
leaves with rich, scarlet flowers 
to set them off. It flowers early 
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but still needs to be treated with 
Cycocel if flowering in lale-May 
is required. 

Great strides have been made 
recently with schizanthus and 
the new variety from Dobies, 
Dreamland, is another step in 
the right direction. Mixed 
colours on plants which do not 
grow above I Sin tall makes it 
ideal for bedding or for use as a 
pot plant. 

Verbenas have been very 
variable which is why they arc 
not as popular as they might be, 
but the new variety Showtime 
should make this plant more 
acceptable. Colours arc mixed, 
but flowers are earned proud of 
the foliage and will grow about 
IZin tall. 

Under glass a different form 
of Campanula isophylla. named 
Krista!, looks to be a winner for 
hanging baskets or indoor 


boxes. Blue and white flowers 
are produced on vigorous 
plants, and colour can be 
programmed for ail but the 
depth of winter. 

New vegetables I find not so 
easy to assess, but they should 
be tried. Royal Standard is a 
new, stringless runner bean with 
long pods which produces a 
good crop over the summer. 
Tomatoes are also very popular 
and the new FI Adonia has 
been developed for cool green¬ 
houses. It produces masses of 
fruit with a pleasant flavour. 

Spring cabbages arc good 
value and Pixie is a new 
addition to the range. It reaches 
cutting size early and forms 
good heads which produce little 
waste. Sugar snap peas are not 
for everyone but Sugar Rae is 
an interesting variety. 

Red cabbage is becoming 
more popular and a new 
variety. Norma, is good. Tight 
planting brings small, compact 
heads ideal for pickling: they 
require the same conditions for 
growth as other brassicas. 

Rhubarb has been much 
maligned but there are some 
excellent varieties which offer a 
change of flavour, three are on 
sole as plants in this catalogue: 
Timpcrlev Eariy has a fine 
flavour. Victoria is ready much 
later, has thicker sticks and does 
not force so well. Cawood 
Delight is a new variety which 
has already proved itself and is 
suitable for many ways of using 
this vegetable such as freezing, 
jam-making or cooking.

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Seasonal work 

The odd half hour is all many 
people can manage In the garden 
and even at weekends it is not 
possible to spare time for more 
than a few short spoils outside. But 
it is at this lime ofthe year that 
many of the Jobs which are not 
accorded a Ngh priority during the 

rest of the year can be done. 

0o not let leaves lie between plants 
in bedding schemes - it is 

important to allow air to circulate 
between wallflowera and other 
bedding plants. Wat days are 
common and if the plants are 
allowed to become smothered they 
will suffer, so use a pointed stick 
and rake out the leaves and than 
put them on the compost heap. 


blown about by high winds should 
have their branches reduced. If 
there is too much movement the 
root system is weakened. 

Check all tree lies: make sure there 
is no restriction round the trunk 
which could impede Ihe flow of sap 
in the spring. Check whether or not 
the tree still needs a stake. 
Mulching can be carried out while 
the weamer is mild.This is par¬ 
ticularly important where plants are 
tender or half-hardy. Mulching 
should only be done when the 
ground is well charged with 

moisture. Apply at least 2in of mulch. 
Trees or shrubs should be protected 
from cold winds, especially 
evergreens or other plants which 
have been newly planted. Erects 
hessian screenand wrap wigwams 
of stra ^pjp nd very tender plants.

Probably the first of the bulbs to 
flower in any season are the 
■snowdrops and a number of forms 
lare wen worth planting. 

Snowdrops are often sold as dry 
bulbs but by far the best way of 
buying them is to gat them while 
they are in full growth in early 
spring. Being small the bulbs dry 
out very easily and unless they are 
dealt wrth quickly a great deal of 
damage can be caused. Another 
reason for moving them in full 
growth is that the bulbs are more 
easily found and lifted without 
causing damage. 

They mustgo in soil with good 
drainage. Plant them about 3in 
deep - it you tip out the bag from 
about 4ft and plant the bulbs where 
they fall you will get the kind of 
dumps you would find in nature. 
The common snowdrop, Ga/anffius 
nivalis, takes some beating if you 
warn to introduce the plant into the 
garden naturally. It will cost about 
£4 for 50 bulbs. There is also a 
double form. Galanthus nivalis 
plenus which has double flowers 
but this is more for use in selected 
areas than for naturalizing. These 
will cost £4.50 for 20 bulbs. 

Staying with G nivalis, one ol the 
best snowdrops is the form S. 
Amott, taller than most and with 
bigger, more rounded, scented 
flowers. These will cost about 
£1.75 each. Another good plant is 
G n Straftan. More expensive at 
£2.50 each, this plant is Sin tail but 
has bigger flowers than other 
varieties of the same height 
Other forms include GAtkinsiL This 
is probably a form of nivalis but is 
usually seen as AtkmsSin the 
catalogues. Eight inches high with 
beautifully formed flowers, this 
snowdrop is good for a selected 
site: £2.50 for five bulbs. Brenda 
Troyle is a hybrid and is also 6<n 
tall, with scented Rowers; about £2 
G elwasii is known as the Gant 


Snowdrop aa it is much bigger than 
nivalis. The form G EEtewsHto the 
tallest of tills family at about lOtm 
tne leaves are more upright and the 
flowers are big with green 
markings at both the tip and base 
of the inner petals: about £2.25 
each. There is also G Caucasians 
plenus which is compact, win reach 
about 5in tali and has double 
flowers: about £3 each.

The Cocteau Twins, an 
engaging bay-girl duo, are a case 
in point. Both their recent 
albums. Garlands and the new 
Head Over Heels, are beginning 
to reach a wider audience. 
Elizabeth Frazer and Robin 
Guthrie make a kind of music 
that may be too singular to 
appeal to today’s singles-boying 
public. 

On first listening the songs on 
Head Over Heels seem too 
distant in production and 
atmosphere to grab the atten¬ 
tion of ears used to sudden, 
glossy impact. The effect of 
Frazer's eerie chanting and 
Guthrie's diffuse instrumen¬ 
tal ion, a combination of synco¬ 
pated rhythms with layers of 
sparse melody, suggests sound 
heard from the bottom of a well 
or the end of a tunnel. 

The best songs like “Sugar 
Hiccup" and “Glass Candle 
Grenades" almost emerge into 
light but still retain the Twins' 
effective if languorous ap¬ 
proach; watery though never 
weL Anyone with a penchant 
for echoes of Joy Division, 
Siouxsie or The Associates will 
find Head Ox er Heels appeals. 

The Prisoners* Thewisermi- 
serdemelza doesn't bother to 
disguise its intention. This 
young quartet from the south of 
England have locked them¬ 


selves away in; anachronistic, 
late-1960s British psychedelia. 
Those with fond memories of 
the time when Harold Wilson 
was stai backing Britain or who 
yearn for the return of Carnaby 
Street with proper pavements 
win .-understand what The 
Prisoners are about 
Singer Graham Day is no 
Steve __ Ma rriott but when he 
stops forcing bis voice he comes 
close to fainting at the sweeter 
strains, of- Squeeze's Chris' 
DifTondL The Prisoners' musical 
virtuoso is their keyboards 
player, Jamie Taylor, who 
handles everything from electric 

organ to harpsichord with the 
right deranged touch. There is a 
danger in regurgitating these 
arcane forms bin I admire The 
Prisoners' zeal and fed. 

Einsturzeode Ncubaten (Ger¬ 
man for collapsing new build¬ 
ings) provide a different sound¬ 
track Sot a different age.

Dr John's The Brightest 
Smile In Town is more sooth¬ 
ing.

solos taped during parties given, 
in i 950 and 1955. at the Beverly 
Hills home of a Hollywood 
music director. 

In Fats Waller’s Jitterbug 
waltz - a title that is a nice piece 
of sell-contradiction — Tatum is 
restrained, reflective, yet still 
indescribably deft. A title which 
is deceptive in a different way is 
that of Ellington’s In a senti¬ 
mental mood, from which. a 
many-voiced structure is made 

to grow. Here lyrical expression 
and racing, frond embellish¬ 
ments enter into an unusual 
partnership that produces lines 
which really are extraordinary - 
long, eccentric, full of unexpec¬ 
ted holes, leaps and accents. 

With Jimmy Giuffre's trio, 
musical sophistication moves in 
the opposite direction, every¬ 
thing being pared down to 
absolute essentials. We' still 
have the blues, in feci Two 
kinds of blues is one of the 
album's best tracks, suggesting 
more than two kinds of mood. 
Jerome Kern might not recog¬ 
nize himself in this terse reading 
of The song is you for tenor 
saxophone, guitar and bass, 
because this playing reaches back 
to nameless country music 
which lies beyond ragtime or 
the blues. This characteristic is 
most marked in Giuffre’s own 
Crawdad Suite, which is minor- 
keyed. folksy, remote. 

There is a similar feel to the 
delightfully pictorial Train and 
the river, in which he is heard 
on clarinet. tenoT and baritone 
saxes. On the whole, though, he 
plays clarinet, often in the 
chalumeau register, producing a 
thick, woody yet voice-like 
sound, as in Crazy, she calls me. 
This last is a feature for Jim 
Hall who, moving easily into 
and out of tempo, weaves a 
beautifully shaped guitar solo, 
full of surprising nuances. with 
Giuffre's clarinet and Ralph 
Pena's bass murmuring softly in 
the background.

Collecting 


Distinctive artifacts 
from the antipodes 


ft is hot often that an entire : 
continent enthuses over one- 
collecting field, but in-the case 
of "A ust rati ana" the reasons are 
self-explanatory. What is less - 
obvious is why aH things 
Australian have become so 
desirable in the last couple of 
years. Where Australians used 
to prefer European antiques, 
now they have created a strong 
and growing market not only in 
Australian paintings and decor-. 
alive arts .but also in Aboriginal 
art, letters and stamps from the 
early convict period, pine 
furniture from the mining 
towns and even mounted emu’ 
eggs and other such inherently 
kitsch objects as coffee tables 
carved of’muiga wood in the 
shape of-Austntiia. 

The. Australians involved in 
the market' agree that their 
countryman's interest in their, 
own heritage began with Gough 
Whiilarii. - the Prime Minister 
who pneouraged a r renewed 
pride and national fervour. - 

The de.vdopment .-of Austra¬ 
lia's rich.' resources and in¬ 
creased .trade with the Far East 
created?; wealth . that could be 
channelled into the . arts. The 
Australian 7 film industry has 
gained A 'place in’ world cinema; 
museums have begun-to buv! 
Australian artifacts (there is for

Romance and sharp 
light of the outback 

Although furniture, szhrer 
and ceramics of the turn of the 
century decorated with kanga¬ 
roo or gum leaf motifs are 
undoubtedly popular, the stron¬ 
gest part of the market seems to 
be the paintings of the late 
nineteenth century and of the 
inter-war period. In the 1880s 
several European artists emi¬ 
grated to Australia, and many 
Australian artists studied in 
Paris. The result is a wealth, of 
wooderfiti Impressionist-style 
works with a distinctive antip¬ 
odean palette, especially land¬ 
scapes filled with the romance 
and sharp tight of the vast 
spaces of the continent 
The first books on Australian 
art are now beginning to appear 
and the “big” names for the 
future are being put on the art- 
historical map. There are not 
only artists like Rupert Bunny 
or Tom Roberts, but also 
Aboriginals such as .Albert 
Namatjira- Namatjira began'his 
career guiding a professional 
watercolourist around Central 
Australia, then he too turned , to 
paintin g and gradually learnt 
more sophisticated techniques. 
His success in the 1930s and 
1940s opened the way for a new 
school of pa in t ing .

ex-patriots are now aKe to 
“come ont” about being Austra¬ 
lian and proud of it! He bdfeves 
that, as Australians in Britain 
begin to buy for their .own 
homes, the British will come- to 
appreciate the distinctive qual¬ 
ities of Australian art 
After all, once the Americans 
began to appreciate- the sim¬ 
plicity and elegance of. their 
colonial period it did not take 
long for patchwork quilts and 
decoy ducks to become . an 
important element of decor¬ 
ation chic here. Perhaps at last, 
following Gough Whitiam.’s 
lead, the British will finally 
learn to stop making jokes 
about Australians.

Along with moving into a new 
diary and clearing away the jast 
of the Christmas decorations, 
•the first weekend in January is 
also a good time to take stock of 
your drinks cupboard and wine 
cellar - regardless of whether 
there is just a case or two tucked 
under - the stairs or a much 
grander affair. 

Now that the festivities are 
over, it’s silly to. let those half- 
empty bottles gather dust on the 
sideboard, for even fortified 
wines and liqueurs deteriorate 
after a while. You can afford to 
be ruthless with what remains: 
the remnants of herb or orange- 
based liqueurs such as Benedic¬ 
tine and Cointreau can be used 
to -flavour souffles, the Iasi 
dribble of fruit liqueurs such as 
Crime de Cassis or Framboise 
can be poured over ice-cream, 
and any dregs of port, brandy or 1 
madcira will cheer up mulled, 
wine, sillabub, fruit caJke and all 
sorts of sauces for meat or fish. 

Getting rid of any tired or 
disappointing bottles of wine is 
equally painless: simply top up 
the vinegar crock or make the 
first of this year's coq au vin or 
boeuf bourguignon. While you 
.are at it, check that the corks 
and foil wrappers of the rest are 
still sound; any bottles that are 
■weeping or have a low level 
(about an inch below the 
.shoulder of the bottle) obvi¬ 
ously have faulty corks and 
.should either be drunk immedi¬ 
ately or consigned to the 
cooking poL 

Bargains from the 
bin-end sales' - 

The wine trade sorts out its 
cellar at this time of year, too. 
and it pays lo keep an eye on 
Ihose-New Year offers ana bin- 
. end sales for the discounts are 
often generous. Department 
store wine sales always seem a 
bit dull but there are usually 
-some good bargains to be bad, 
from wine merchants. 

Laytons’ new year offer runs 
until the end of January and 
good buys on this list include 
half bottles, of a Lamb!in '81 
Bourgogne AJigotc for just £1.47 
and bottles of Deutz Brut non- 
vintage that came third in our 
recent champagne tasting, 
priced at just under £8 - the. 
normal pnee is £9. (Send for 
details from.

Crazed adventures and cosmic riddles 


Crazy things about computers. 
Fill them with space-age tech¬ 
nology and what does rhe world 
want to do with them? Play at 
being medieval heroes, that’s 
whaL Adventure games, in 
which myopic twentieth-century 
wimps are transformed into 
hairy creatures of yore, are 
among the most popular items 
of software of the moment. 

The craze began in America, 
where bored computer-pro¬ 
grammers used large business 
machines as the base for 
creating vast electronic puzzles. 
The idea is the same - the 
computer creates a number of 
locations for the adventurer to 
explore. At his prompting, it 
will slay the odd dragon, 
attempt to decipher a few runes 
and. for the very good, find 
some lost treasure or solve 
some cosmic riddle. 

The programs reviewed 
below are for the Commodore 
64, but the first is also available 
for the Spectrum and One 
machines. The Hobbit is one of 
the few computer accessories 
which demands a little literary 
exercise. Produced in associ¬ 
ation with the Tolkien Estate, it 
is based upon J. R. R. Tolkien's 
book of the same title, a 
paperback copy of which is 
included with the cassette 
containing the adventure. 

The Hobbit transforms the 
operator into the thieving Bilbo 
Baggins and allots him the task 
of repossessing a treasure from 
the evil Dragon and in the 
leantime, looking after Tho¬ 
rn. The adventure reproduces 
50 pf the locations in the book 
and many of its characters and 
is virtually incomprehensible

Advice on what to look out 
for when buying second-hand 
includes watching for loose 
soles on boots which could &cl 
caught in toe stirrup, and 
avoiding boots which arc too 
big.

Hats should never be bought 
second-hand, and all Judy's arc 
new. “You can't tell under the 
velvet if they arc fractured, even 
if it's only a hairline crack,” she 
says.

During the British chemical 
companies' rationalization 
programmes in the late 1970s 
and in 1980. it was argued that 
any upturn-in the economies of 
Britain, West Germany, the 
United States and Japan would 
have a significant impact on 
profitability. 

In 1983 that proved to be the 
case, and the latest chemical 
sector survey from broker de 
Zoete & Bevan show how far 
the companies have come and 
how much further they have to 
go. 

' Much of Britain’s upturn has 
been due to the continual 
decline in the value of sterling 
against its leading chemical- 
producing competitors. 

The consequence is that 
while many of first and second- 
rank company share prices are 
not fully discounting the profits 
recovery, there is a dark cloud 
on ihe horizon. 

One indication is that despite 
the decline in the pound's 
value, the value of imports has 
exceeded exports, and that 
trend is accelerating. 

But if import growth is not 
unexpected or particularly 
unusual, the rate by which it is 
outstripping exports in both 
value and volume* terms should 
begin to trigger alarm bells. 

In the 11 months to last 
November, import volume 
growth was 16 per cent overall, 
and in the third quarter it shot 
up to 20 per cent In November, 
on a month-by-month compari¬ 
son. the figure’was 31 per cent.

Bonds 


It is all very well to rejoice at 
the prospect of buoyant equity 
markets - at least for the first 
half of 1984 - but what of 
bonds?

Higher interest rates in the 
second half could, therefore, 
decapitate any earlier nse m 
bond prices. But the reasonable 
outlook for the first half should 
still be sufficient encourage¬ 
ment to weight portfolios a little 
more towards bonds than for a 
while. 

The only drawback is the 
possibility that borrowers will 
take this opportunity to issue 
more paper.

As with any large purchase, it 
is almost certainly best to 
arrange finance through a bank. 
But some of the package 
schemes on ofTcr at the show do 
have some special features. 

For smaller purchases, a 
personal bank loan, which will 
cost about 18 to 19 per cent is 
probably the cheapest way to 
borrow.

This means your borrowing is 
costing 13 per cent - about 
what you would pay tor a bank 
overdraft. A loan can be spread 
over one to seven years and 
there is a minimum of £3.000. 
but no official maximum. 

LNC believes it does more of 
this son of business than any 
other finance house and main¬ 
tains that it is the market leader. 
At the moment, an LNC seven- 
year loan on a marine mortgage 
will cost £18.46 a month for 
every £ 1.000 borrowed.

Indian regiment’s 200th anniversary 

Fond memories of the Raj

The second oldest regiment 
in the Indian Army celebrates 
its two-hundredth anniversary 
this weekend, and to do so has 
invited the surviving British 
officers to join in the fun. 

The warmth of the welcome 
given to the four Britons who 
have made the journey is 
indicative of the way in which 
the former colonial power is 
regarded in at least one section 
of Indian society. 

“The men just loved the 
British officers” one former 
Indian member of the regiment 
said. “The sense of fair play 
and justice that the British 
officers and Indian Civil 
Service men brought is such a 
contrast to what is happening 
today.” 

The regiment, the Seventh 
Light Cavalry, was raised in 
17S4 from three of the Nawab 
of .Arcot’s cavalry regiments 
which mutinied on being 
transferred to the East India 
Company. They were known 
for a time as the Madras Light 
Cavalry, and after several 
changes of title became largely 
Punjabi in composition. 

The regiment fought in the 
early Mysore wars against Tipu 
Sultan, and then in the 
Maharatta wars, though most 
of the nineteenth century was 
spent in peacetime soldiering. 
In the First World War the 
regiment saw service in Persia 
and against the Bolsheviks in 
Turkestan. 

A lance-dafadar (equivalent 
of a lance-corporal) won the 
VC in France while on 
detachment. But it was the 
Burma campaign of the Second 
World War that was being 
much remembered in the past 
few days. All four of the British 
officers present were involved 
in the regiment's advance from 
Imphal, across the Irrawaddy 
and down to Rangoon.

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In the garden 

Try wiping xvith a moist cloth a 
leaf of any foliage plant that has 
spent a month or more indoors and 
you will be surprised how much din 
comes off. All foliage plants need a 
wipe over every few weeks because 
dust can really check or even kill 
them. If there are too many small 
leaves to treat individually, hold the 
plant firmly in its pot and give it 
several good ducklings in a sink or 
bath fill of tepid water. 

Arrangements of flowers cut from 
ihc garden now - jasmine, helle¬ 
bores. 1 Iburnum Jarrtri and. later 
on. snowdrops and other winter 
flowers - can be made to last much 
longer if they are placed in an 
unheated porch, or even outside the ■ 
back door at bed time. Do not put 
them out. of course, if the weather is 
frosty. 

Deliveries of seed potatoes to 
retail stores and garden centres have 
gone smoothly thanks to the mild 
winter so far and as soon as 
obtainable should be set to sprout. 
Place them "eye" or “rose" end 
uppermost in seed trays in a light 
frost-free greenhouse or room 
indoors. ILH.

It made armoured history by 
taking tanks up to ! 1,580 ft in 
the Ladakh mountains to 
dislodge a Pakistani force, 
received the only casualties of 
the liberation of Goa, and look 
the surrender of a number of 
Pakistani officers when one 
squadron crossed into Camilla 
during the Bangladesh war. 

The camaraderie between 
the Pakistani and Indian 
officers on that occasion led to 
a sharp reminder from Mrs 
Indira Gandhi, the Indian 
Prime Minister, that the 
campaign was not a cricket 
match. 

None the less, one of the 
distinguished visitors at the 
regimental headquarters in 
Uttar Pradesh this weekend 
will be a general of the Pakistan 
Army. Sher Aii Khan, brother 
of the late Nawab of Pataudi. 
and former member of the 
Seventh Light Cavalry himself. 

The regiment is now 
equipped with Russian-built 
T72 tanks, but the pride in its 
skills remains.
